The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A baking 
mixture comprising flours and/or starches, the proportion of flours and/or starches being 
at least 63.8 percent by weight of said mixture excluding water, and a plasticizing agent 
selected from the group consisting of erythritol, xylitol, and mixtures of erythritol and 
xylitol, in the range of 12 to 55 % by weight based on the total of flour and starch, 
wherein said baked goods are heat-deformable when hot and maintain a heat-deformed 
shape when said baked goods are cooled is not taught nor fairly suggested by the prior 
art or any combination thereof.
